Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's response to the last Office Action, filed 09/06/2007, has been entered and made of 

record. 

2. Claims 1-8 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After reviewing the Applicant's 
remarks the Examiner finds them to be persuasive. Specifically regarding the combination of Roberts with 
Kallergi. Roberts teaches the use of a Bayesian Network over an Artificial Neural Network and explicitly 
teaches away from the use of an Artificial Neural Network by stating that "Although they perform well, 
ANN's (Artificial Neural Networks) do not provide for meaningful explanation generation" (line 45 pi). 
Kallergi on the other hand requires the use of Artificial Neural Networks thus failing to meet the conditions 
of 35 U.S.C. 103(a). Further searching in the art has produced a pertinent piece of prior art. Art 
considered pertinent to the Applicant's claimed invention is Uppaluri et al (U.S. Patent Number 7,263,214) 
which discloses an imaging system that uses multiple images of varying energies in addition to non image 
data such as. demographics/symptoms/history, smoking history, sex, age, and clinical symptoms to 
diagnosis patients. Uppaluri does not however disclose the use of mammographic images, something 
that the Applicant's claimed invention positively recites in the claims. Additionally Uppaluri does not 
disclose determining whether or not the calcifications are malignant or benign, infact Uppaluri doesn't 
disclose that the calcifications are even considered malignant or benign, or indicate anything other than a 
fracture of bone. Additional searching in the art has no produced any viable pieces of prior art which could 
be used to substantiate a rejection based on their teachings, for this reason the Examiner finds the case 
in condition for allowance.
